» protect and enhance soil quality
« prevent air and water pollution

« improve wildlife habitat

Selecting the proper plant species
is key to the overall effectiveness
of installed buffers. Factors to
consider when selecting appropri-
ate plant species include:

» planting objectives

» site characteristics

e climate

» plant adaptability

« plant attributes that enhance
buffer effectiveness

The Natural Resources Conserva-
tion Service (NRCS) Plant Materi-
als Program has released many of
the plant species used in various
buffer practices.

The accompanying table provides
a list of plants developed by the
Program that may have application
in buffer establishment.

The table is presented for general
guidance. Check the local NRCS
Field Office Technical Guide for
plant species adaptability and
performance, establishment tech-
niques and management for spe-
cific practices in your locale.

With proper planning,resource
inventory, site preparation, plant
species selection, seed quality,
seeding techniques, and subse-
quent management, landowners
can successfully establish an array
of plant species to serve as effec-
tive conservation buffers.
